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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicants' submissions, filed on 
4/30/04 and 10/26/04, have been entered. 

NEW MATTER 

Claims 7-19, 21-27, 29-33, 38, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In the amendment, filed 4/30/04, and now entered, the amending of claims 7 and 
21 directed to "directly deposited. ..substrate" is not the same as the previous wording in 
now canceled claims 20 or 28. Now canceled claims 20 or 28 contain the phrase 
"bound directly... substrate". The deposited limitation is different from "bound" in that 
something that is bound does not describe any action such as depositing now present in 
claims 7 and 21. As noted in the previously mailed Advisory action, mailed 6/14/04, this 
amending of claims 7 and 21 is NEW MATTER also because the deposition limitation 
on page 11, lines 32-34, also lacks any "directly" disclosure thus neither claims 20 or 28 
as filed nor what applicants point to in said page 1 1 citation provides written description 
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of the now amended form of instant claims 7 and 21 . Claims which depend directly or 
indirectly from claims 7 or 21 also contain this NEW MATTER due to their dependence. 

PRIOR ART 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of r 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 7-19, 21-27, and 29-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 90/15070). 

This rejection is reiterated and maintained from the previous office action, mailed 
9/30/03. Applicants may argue that directly deposited DNA sequences as in claims 7 or 
21 should overcome this rejection. In response, various polymer attachment practices 
have been pointed to in the previous office action and clearly are inclusive of direct 
deposition as now required in claims 7 and 21 . Additionally, the directly deposited 
limitation in said instant claims are reasonably interpreted as a process in a product by 
process description which under U.S. Patent law is described in a prior art reference 
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even if made by a different process as long as the final product is the same thus 
supporting this rejection. 

No claim is allowed.
